PROCEDURE FOR THE DETERMINATION OF PERFORMANCE UNDER 
THE 1945 TOBACCO MARKETING QUOTA PROGRAM 


The farm operator will be responsible for reporting acreages of flue-cured and Burley tobacco 
under the 1945 tobacco marketing quota program including the making of ground measurements 
where acreages are not available from previous records. Records of acreages of previously measured 
fields should be made available at county offices for inspection by operators in determining acreages 
of tobacco. 

Form Tobacco 918 will be used in reporting acreages of flue-cured and Burley tobacco. The 
report prepared by the farmer will be delivered to the community committeeman, at designated 
times and places, orat hishome. Assistance in preparation of the form may be given by committee- 
men. A community committeeman serving the area in which the farm is located shall review the 
report and approve it when he is satisfied that, to the best of his knowledge and belief, it is correct. 
However, all necessary data and required measurements will be furnished by the farm operator. 

As soon as the planting of tobacco is substantially completed in the county, the county com- 
mittee should request operators to file their reports. This request should be made by mailing a 
letter in the following form, enclosing a Tobacco 918 on which has been entered the State, county, 
and farm number, and the name of the farm operator.

Dear Tosacco Grower: 
In order that marketing cards for _-.------- tobacco may be issued tobacco growers, 


tobacco on his farm in 1945 and report it on form Tobacco 918. You should deter- 
mine the acreage of each field to the nearest tenth-acre from records of previous 
measurements, by ground measurements, or by other means which will give equally 
‘accurate results. The acreages of tobacco and method used in measuring the acreages 
should be stated in the spaces provided on the enclosed form. 

You should sign the report and deliver it to your AAA community committeeman. 
For the convenience of the farm operators in filing their reports, committeemen 
will receive reports at the times and places listed below. When presenting your report 
you should have with you a record of measurements you have made, in order that 
you may show how the acreage was determined. 
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There should be listed on the bottom of the letter the dates and places accessible to farm 
operators at which arrangements have been made with community committeemen to receive the 
reports, and the name of the committeeman for each time and place. These times and places 
should be such as to provide farm operators ample opportunity to present their reports. The 
community committeeman who is to receive reports should be furnished a list of farms in his com- 
munity known to be growing tobacco, and requested to add to the list the names of any additional 
farms on which he knows tobacco is being grown. 

The committeeman receiving the reports shall (1) determine that the report is properly filled 
out, signed by the operator, and dated; (2) satisfy himself that all fields of tobacco are reported; 
and (3) from the information presented by the farm operator, see whether the methods used in 
determining acreages were such as to provide accurate results. If the committeeman has reason 
to believe that the data reported are not complete or correct, the farm operator shall be requested 
to redetermine the acreage and file a corrected report. The farm operator shall, in all cases, be 
instructed to retain his record of measurements for use in verifying the report by field inspection. 

The performance report when completed shall be further reviewed by the community com- 
mitteeman, or if the county committee so elects, by the entire community committee. If the re- 
port is believed to be substantially complete and correct, it will be approved by the signature of a 
community committeeman in the space immediately below the signature of the farm operator. If 
approval is withheld, a committeeman should visit the farm to determine the actual acreage planted, 
or refer the case promptly to the county committee with (1) a statement of reasons for withholding 
approval, and (2) the reasons why a farm visit to determine the planted acreage was not made. 

In order to maintain adequate standards of accuracy, the county committee shall verify 
through field inspection preferably by community committeemen, at least 5 percent of the reports 
received. Reports will be verified for (1) all farms for which there is any reason to believe the 
report is incorrect, (2) all farms for which approval of the report is withheld by the community 
committeeman or by the community committee, and (3) other farms selected at random, including 
a representative number of farms of State, county, and community committeemen. Should 
field inspections reveal that inaccurate reports are being received, additional reports will be verified 
in numbers sufficient to insure good standards of accuracy. 

In verifying reports, sufficient inspection will be made to determine that all fields are reported 
and that the acreage reported for each field is substantially correct. The committeeman should 
have with him records of previously measured acreages of fields on the farm. He should inspect 
the record of measurements made by the farm operator for fields or subdivisions for which official 
acreages are not recorded, and should verify such of these measurements as necessary to satisfy 
himself of the accuracy of the acreages determined by the farm operator. 

If the report is found satisfactory, it will be noted “Inspected O. K.,” followed by the date 
and the name or initials of the committeeman. If the report is found to be unsatisfactory, the 
acreage should be redetermined while the committemap. is present, and a correct report prepared 
on a new form Tobacco 918, which the farm operator should be requested to sign. If he refuses, 
this fact should be noted. All such reports should be marked “‘Corrected.”’ 

The State Committee will be responsible for obtaining accurate and complete acreage reports 
in the State and in making adequate inspection of the work in each county in which flue-cured or 
Burley tobacco is grown to insure that the work is being done in accordance with instructions. 


A progress report shall be obtained from each county showing: 


1. Number of farms growing flue-cured or Burley tobacco. 
2. Number of reports filed. 
3. Number of reports verified by field inspection. 


(a) Acreage not in excess of that reported. 
(b) Acreage in excess of that reported but not in excess of allotment. 
(c) Acreage in excess of that reported and also in excess of allotment.

Pields with recorded acreages = Acreages previously determined and 


recorded (on, the farm map, cut-out, etc.) will be used when the 


entire field is. planted to Burley tobacco and the field boundary 


has not been changed since the acreage was determined. 


Where the entire field is not planted to Burley tobacco, the 
acreage of that portion not in tobacco may be measured and its 
acreage subtracted from the recorded acreage, if this is more 
convenient than direct measurement of the acreage planted to 
tobacco. 


Areas without recorded acr eaves » Ground measurements should extend 


one~half the width of a row. ‘beyond the outside row. 


& Areas of regular shape; = Those fields or subdivisions which are 
of regular shapes, such as, a square, a rectangle, triangle, on 
trapezoid (four sides, two of which are parallel), or oan be 
divided into a small number of such figures, will be measured for 
computation of acreage, Sketch maps showing measurements made 
should be prepared.
